Forefathers  Day  in  New  York 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  New  England 
Society  w:i«  given  in  New  York  on  Monday 
night,  at  Delmonicos.  Among  the  notables 
present  were  Senator  Sumner,  General 
Sherman,  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  Mayor 
Havemeyer,  Judge  Davis  and  a  great  many 
others. 

Mr.  Sumner  made  a  speech,  responding 

the  toast:  “The  Senate  of  the  United 
States.”  In  his  remarks  he  fipoke  of  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers,  now  honored  throughout 
the  world,  nnd  whose  precepts  and  examples 
have  becamo  our  guidance.  “The  pilgrims, 
in  their  beautiful  example,  teach  liberty, 
nnd  republican  institutions — as  at  an  ear¬ 
lier  day  Socrates  and  Plato,  in  their  lessons 
of  wisdom,  taught  liberty  and  helped  the 
idea  of  a  republic.  If  republican  govern¬ 
ment  has  failed  in  any  experiment — as  per¬ 
haps  in  Spanish  America — it  is  becuuse  these 
lessons  have  been  wanting.  There  have  been 
no  pilgrims  to  teaeli  the  moral  law.” 

Gen.  Shennnn  next .  responded  to  “The 
army  and  the  navy  of  the  United  States.” 
He  spoke  briefly  und  without  much  method, 
his  notable  point  being  the  equal  necessity 
of  military  men  with  lawyers, editors,  preach¬ 
ers,  and  others  whose  business  led  them  to 
the  assumption  of  public  duties. 

Mayor  Havemeyer  championed  “The  city 
opKew  Y’ork,”  and  in  his  speech  spoke  of 
New  England  as  “a  good  place  to  emigrate 
from,”  and  New  York  as  “a  good  place  to 
immigrate  to.” 

Mr.  Bceeher  stood  up  for  “Religious  Free¬ 
dom.”  He  said  :  “I  have  never  heard  such 
good  speaking  at  one  of  bur  New  Fngland 
diuners  as  to-night — and  so  much  of  it.” 
He  spoke  of  religious  oppression,  con¬ 
demning  any  arrogance  or  superiority  onYlie 
part  of  the  clergy,  or  encouragement  of  it  by 
the  people. 

More  than  two  hundred  guests  sat  down 
to  the  dinner  nnd  it  was  past  midnight  be¬ 
fore  the  party  broke  up.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

San  Francisco,  Dec.  15,  1873. 
Editor  of  the  Record: 

Your  little  sheet  serves  me  as  a  weekly 
reminder  of  the  fact  “That  L  too  am  a 
Bloom  fielder.”  All  my  other  friends  have 
apparently  forgotten  the  fact,  and  were  it 
not  for  said  reminder,  I  might  have  forgot¬ 
ten  it  likewise.  But  sixteen  months  of 
absence  have  not  quite  obliterated  my  feel¬ 
ing  of  allegiance  to  Bloomfield,  although  I 
confess  to  feeling  in  part  a  Californian. 

Perhaps  some  of  your  readers  would  like 
to  know  what  sort  of  an  impression  Califor¬ 
nia  has  made  on  a  Bloomfield  hoy.  It’s  hard 
to  know  where  to  start.  Perhaps  Sau  Fran¬ 
cisco  is  as  good  a  place  as  any.  I  can 
hardly  realize,  ns  I  sit  here  in  my  skv  parlor, 
that  it  is  actually  Dec.  15th.  Tho  raiu  is 
peacefully-  puttering  down  on  the  skylight 
in  a  manner  Which  would  loud  an  unsophis¬ 
ticated  "Easterner”  to  suppose  that  it  was 
the  15th.  of  May  instead  of  Dec.,  while  the 
green  peas,  straw  berries,  and  lettuce  on  a 
fruit  nnd  vegetable  stand  across  the  street 
would  only  serve  to  heighten  the  deception. 
An  occasional  white  frost  shows  its»*lf  on  the 
sidewalks  early  in  the  morning,  and  we  have 
only  that  and  the  almanac  to  convince  us 
that  it  is  really  Winter.  In  fact,  we  have 
here  only  two  seasons,  the  wet  and  dry,  and 
the  names  Winter,  Spring,  Summer;  nnd 
Autumn  are  to  us  “dwellers  at  the  Western 
Gate”  but  empty  sound*,  having  no  more 
significance  to  our  indifferent  ears  than  the 
the  monkey-like  chatter  of  the  “heathen 
Chinee”  who  throng  the  streets. 

Speaking  of  these  “heathen  pests”  as  the 
Chronicle  calls  them  with  thegreatest  justice, 
reminds  me  to  give  you  warning  in  advance 
regarding  them  in  Case  they  should  lie  in¬ 
troduced  in  the  States  as  domestics.  It  is 
the  aame  as  that  given  by  Punch  to  young 
men  about  to  marry,  viz. — “don’t.”  Don't 
take  them  into  your  families  as  servants  even 
though  Bridget  has  got  in  the  way  of 
“spreeingit"  every  Saturday  night,  and 
the  silver  spoons  have  to  be  kept  under  lock 
nnd  key.  Don’t  allow  yourselves  to  lie  in¬ 
veigled  into  patronizing  a  Chinese  wash¬ 
house  because  it  is  cheap;  but  if  they  do  ever 
come  niuong  you,  give  them  the  cold  shoul¬ 
der  nnd  thereby  compel  them  to  return  to 
their  native  laud.  But  this  “Chinese  ques¬ 
tion”  ljas  taken  me  off  the  track  and  I  must 
return  again  with  an  apology  for  having  let 
my  enthusiasm  on  this  vexed  question  run 
away  with  my  pen. 

Our  wet  season  here  isvery  much  like  the 
weather  yon  have  in  the  cast  betweqn  the 
15tb  of  April  nnd  the  15th  of  June.  The 
dry  seasou  I  can  only  liken  to  the  latter  part 
of  a  six  week’s  drouth  multiplied  bt  two. 
This  is  as  near  the  truth  as  I  tlare  to  come. 
Were  I  to  tell  the  unexaggerated  truth  in 
regard  to  the  dryness  of  the  dry  season  ns 
I  have  a“tually  seen  it  in  some  parts  of  the 
State,  I  fear  I  should  never  to  be  able  to  lav 
any  claims  to  a  character  for  truthfulness 
before  the  people  of  Bloomfield.  • 

The  population  who  live  and  thrive  in 
this  curious  climate  are  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  as  well  as  from  all  parts  of  the  States. 
Ou  the  streets  are  types  of  all  the  civilized 
nations  on  the  globe,  and  a  very  fair  sprink¬ 
ling  of  the  semi  and  uncivilized  ones.  Bur¬ 
ly  Englishman,  dapper  Frenchmen,  shrewd 
Yankees,  sallow  and  morose-looking  South¬ 
erners,  attired  in  long-tailed  coats  and  black 
breeches,  jostle  eaoh  other  on  the  sidewalk. 
Mexicans,  Indians  nnd  half-breeds  go  gallop¬ 
ing  through  the  streets,  mounted  on  hulf 
wild  mustangs, gaily  caparisoned  with  heavy 
Spanish  saddles  (often  silver  mounted);  bri¬ 
dle  reins  of  plaited  rawhide  at tuched  to  pow¬ 
erful  hits  capable  of  breaking  a  horse’s  jaw 
by  a  slight  pull,  while  jingling  at  their  heels 
are  spurs  in ‘dimensions  varying  from  the 
diameter  of  an  old-fashioned  cent  to  three  or 
four  inches,  the  inlaid  silver  giving  them 
qmte  an  attractive  appearance.  Altogether 
these  vacqucros  present  a  picturesque  and 
pleasing  appearance,  quite  in  keeping  with 
the  rest  of  the  crowd. 

I  mustn’t  forget  the  ubiquitous  “hea¬ 
then”  staggering  through  the  streets  with 
heavy  loads  of  vegetables  balanced  on  either 
end  of  a  long  bamboo  cane ;  nor  the  oc- 
ca-rional  groups  of  Japanese  who  have  come 
over  here  in  pursuit  of  edneation,  slowly 
walking  along  in  an  exaggerated  satire  on 
the  garb  of  civilization,  and  appearing  as 
uneasy  therein  as  “fish  out  of  water.”  But 
they  are  good-fellows  nevertheless,  and  are 
bright,  sharp  and  generous  as  well  as  quick 
to  take  np  with  the  habits  and  vioes  of  their 
new  friends,  the  Americans.  Judging  from 
certain  unmistakable  indications,  the  admi¬
